SMALDEEL, May 6, 3.30 p.m. 

We crossed the Vet River this morning, and 
are now encamped at Smaldeel Junction. The 
enemy are in full retreat towards the Zand River 
and Kroonstad.. The turning movement made by 
the mounted infantry just before dark yesterday 
was avery dashing affair. 

The Canadians, New. South Wales Rifles, 
New Zealand Rifles, and Queensland Mounted 
Infantry vied with each other in their deter- 
mination to close with the enemy, and Captain 
Anley, Essex Regiment, commanding the 
3rd Iyantry Battalion, behaved in a very 
gallant manner. 

The naval guns and artillery made excellent 
practice, particularly two 5-in. guns, used for 
the first time with this force. 

We captured Maxim gun and twenty - five 
prisoners. 

Our casualties were very few—only fifteen 
Wounded, one killed, three missing: 


General Hunter’s Advance: Fight Won 
by Barton. 


Lord Roberts informed the War Office in his 
despatch sent on Saturday evening: Hunter 
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“ We are still waiting and longing on. The 
situation is unchanged, and there is very little 
news and no prospect of relief. This depresses 
the garrison, but the dogged determination to 
deprive the Boers of a crowning triumph on the 
western borderisonly increased.

On Rose Culture, 


The rose-bed I formed late last autumn, on the lines 
| mentioned by me at the time in this column, has made 


-capital progress, and within the next few months I hope to |
